January 
1st 
was 
granted. 
Resolutions were passed condemning the 
work done upon the Brooklyn street 
school building under the direction of A. 
M. Edelman and the motion by which 
his plans for another school has been 
adopted was reconsidered. A proposition 
was subm itted by J. H . Burks, A. W. 
Rider and C. J . Bickford, oiTering to 
supply the city with the needed building 
at the corner of Lemon and Santa Fe 
avenue for the use of the children in that 
neighborhood, if the Board would assign 
a teacher and put iu the furniture. 
The 
proposition was accepted. 
The Superintendent recommended that 
new buildings be erected as follows: 
One room added to the Highland View 
school; four room building on Macy 
street; four room building on Montgom­ 
ery street; two room building on San 
Pedro etreet; four room building on 
Tenth street; two room buildings on the 
Scott tract, on Pearl street, and on 
Diamond street. 
He also recommended 
that the Pear street school building be 
abandoned and the grouud sold. 
The Secretary was ordered to advertise 
for bids for a num ber of new buildings. 
Mr. A. E. Beher was appointed at a 
salary of $200 a month to take the 
Superintendent’s place during his ab­ 
sence.

From Grand Rapids, M ich., one of the

A C it i z e n W i t h V i e w s . 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d —In com mon with 
m any others, the writer has read in our 
newspapers of late and heretofore for 
m any years back, alm ost daily, accounts 
of what is commonly called the “ police 
m uddle," and has observed th a t this 
seemingly interm inable strife has usually 
originated in charges against the Chief, 
and sometimes against policem en, of 
failing to enforce certain ordinances or of 
taking money to refrain, in certain casos, 
from enforcing the same. 
H aving con­ 
sidered often of this “ irrepressible con­ 
flict," withont inquiring w hether such 
are now or ever have been truo charges, 
I wish to set before your readers w hat I 
think will give a satisfactory solution of 
the whole problem, cut the Gordian knot 
of the whole difficulty and prevent such 
squabbles in the future as have wasted 
the time of so many Councils in the past 
to the exclusion sometimes of such im- 
{»ortant m atters as parks, public build- 
og*, good streets and sewers. 
It seems 
to me the evil lies further back and is 
not necessarily in the Chief, the police 
or the present Council, 
but in the 
law itself—in those ordinances which 
are without any foundation in reason or 
justice, and can never accomplish their 
aim. 
Make such laws as often as you 
will and the result has ever been the 
“ same, to wit, they will not be enforced. 
W hy? Let Lord Macaulay answer. “ Be­ 
cause public opinion has n?t breathed 
the breath of life into th e dead letter. 
This same profound m an has told us how 
sad a sight it is to see a people engage in 
“ a silent but persevering and successful 
war against the law ." This is exactly 
w hat we see here. I take the bold posi­ 
tion that these laws against gambling and 
against prostitution, since they aim en­ 
tirely at suppressing these evils, are ab­ 
surd, and every sensible m an so recog­ 
nizes them, and so the law is not en­ 
forced because public opinion does not 
sanction it. 
Such laws never have 
accomplished 
their 
aim , 
but 
its 
victims, to use 
M acaulay's language 
again, have ever engaged in a silent and 
pereevering war against them in all 
ages. 
Who that has seen one of these 
poor unfortunate women dragged before 
the courts, but has reflected; w hat good 
can it do to fine this poor helpless thing 
already borne down with a thousand dis­ 
graces and griefs? Will she quit her 
trade society forbids? W ill the leopard 
change his spots ? W ill she go away ? 
No. 
She is only tem pted now to rob 
some one to make up for this flue she 
has paid. Because she is fined think you 
all will be? You know they will not and 
the business will ga on th e sam e as be­ 
fore. 
A8 well try to “ kick and cuff men 
into eternity," as think of legislating any 
m an or woman into morality. 
These 
things must be voluntary and as long as 
m ankind have such natures as they have, 
prostitution will continue a necessary 
evil and gam bling a disgraceful adjunct 
of hum anity. 
Such acts wo do not palli­ 
ate nor excuse. 
They 
are subjects 
for 
tears 
of 
lam entation. 
But 
when 
we 
come 
to 
legislate 
we m ust take m ankind as we find them, 
with all their “ m ixture of angel and 
devil," and not as they ought to be, or as 
we would have them be; persuasion 
alone, religion alone, can accomplish 
this moral reform, and not law. 
This íb 
our position. 
W hat would we have then ? 
Strike these uninforcible laws from your 
statute books. 
Let these people know 
where they stand. 
License and inspect 
and segregate your “ frail w om en," lim it 
the evil they do, since you cannot 
eradicate it, and as to gam bling, license 
i t ; keep its doors open; drag it forth 
from its dark lairs, and thus rob it of 
half its evil adjuncts. Thus evils which 
have flourished from the days of Bably- 
lon till now, and like H ydra’s head have 
never 
been 
suppressed, 
can 
he 
pruned and lim ited in their evil effects 
by just laws, and such 
laws being 
recognized as just and practical will be 
enforced. The treasury will be provided 
w ith money to build sewers and streets 
and parks, and neither Chiefs nor po­ 
licemen will have tem ptation to take pay 
for refraining from assisting to enforce 
ordinances which are unjust, and so fail 
of their true intent. You license saloons 
because you cannot suppress them , why 
not do the same with these other classes 
for the same reason ? The fault, there­ 
fore, we apprehend conscript fathers, is 
not in “ our stars" nor in our Chiefs, per­ 
haps, so much as in the law itself, which 
should be reformed some way so that, 
with public opinion supporting it, it may, 
can and will be enforced. 
Thus we go to 
the fountain head, and “ lay the axe to 
the root" of this m atter of the “ police 
m uddle," which haB too much engaged 
the attention of our Solons in the estim a­ 
tion of many good men, to the exclusion 
of weightier m atters, sewers and the like, 
which can not be much longer slighted if 
we would have a habitable city.

The large auditorium of Los Angeles 
College was filled to overflowing on Mon­ 
day night by those interested in the ex­ 
ercises pertaining to the organization of 
a new Presbyterian church, under the 
leadership of Dr. Chichester. 
For a long time the seating capacity 
of the First church was scarcely suffi­ 
cient for her actual membership, enlarg­ 
ing did not seem possible, and there was 
no abatem ent in the constant increase of 
the num ber ot applicants for member­ 
ship. 
This difficulty was solved by the 
pastor, sacrificing all the circumstances 
which men call happy, to lead out a col­ 
ony from this overflowing church to face 
all the well-known difficulties of starting 
a new church in a part of the city almost 
destitute of 
churches, 
, move is 
extra jrdinary. 
After an eloquent and appropriate dis­ 
course by Rev. Seward, Synodical Mis­ 
sionary, the committee appointed by the 
Presbytery for that purpose then pro­ 
ceeded to organize. 
Nearly 150 names 
were read, most all from the first church, 
of those who form the nucleus of the new 
church, wbich they decided to name the 
Imm anuel Presbyterian Church of Los 
Angeles. 
The following gentlemen were then 
elected and installed Ruling 
Elders: 
Samuel Minor, W. S. Hewes, Lyman 
Stuart and E. A. Saxton. 
For Trustees 
these six ; Dr. S. S. Salisbury, J. R. Boal, 
M. II. M erriman, It. VV. Poindexter, J. 
Hisey, R. A. Crippen. 
Like bridegroom 
naming bride, Rev. W . J. Chichester, D. 
D., was chosen to be their pastor, with a 
salary of $2,000, juBt half of what lie now 
receives. Enthusiastic devotion and pur­ 
est Christian love and motives seemed to 
prevail over the entire 
large 
audi­ 
ence, and 
inspired 
by 
the 
one 
purpose 
of devotion to the 
cause. 
While every one is willing to follow I)r. 
Chichester from the First Church, yet a 
good spirit is manifest among the people 
not to desert the post of duty. 
Scarcely 
one-third have handed in their names 
of those intending to join the new en­ 
terprise, and who are imbued with the 
self-sacrificing and 
missionary spirit. 
Four hundred could be spared from the 
First Church to leave room for a healthy 
normal growth, and it is known that 
many will go in the near future. 
Quite a num ber of members of the 
Presbytery were present occupying seats 
upon the stand, and nearly all took some 
part in the exercises. 
The benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. Dr. Stuart. 
Dr. Chichester’s relations to the First 
Church will he severed by the Presby­ 
tery early in October, and on the third 
Sunday he will take charge of his new 
flock.

When a great parade was made about 
the transgressions oí the Democratic 
Chief of Police, the H e r a l d really sup­ 
posed that there m ight be something in 
the racket, at least to the extent of a 
eemblable presentation of some sort of 
evidence.

This last is gener­ 
ally based on the innate sense of fair play 
which will erect itself in any question 
on which it is proposed to do wrong to a 
m an simply because you can. 
The whole arraignm ent 
of 
Chief 
C addy, as far as it has gone, is mere 
leather and prunella. Not a single charge 
against him has been thus far w ithin the 
lines of adm issibility in anyccuit of jus­ 
tice. 
All these charges em anate from 
disgruntled 
subordinate officers. 
In 
every instance the Chief was promptly 
responsive, 
and 
he 
was 
found 
to 
be 
w ithin 
the 
purview 
of 
the 
law applicable to such cases. 
It 
an 
evidence of the high 
efficiency 
and levelheadedness of the Chief that, 
with a police force disorganized by the 
known hostility to its Chief and of at 
least one member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, only three or four mem­ 
bers of the Police force appeared f,s his 
accusers, and 
the 
Chief was 
con­ 
spicuously right in every instance in 
which he had a controversy w ith his 
subordinates. 
The only allegation that m erited seri- 
ons attention in all the Council proceed­ 
ings of Monday was that which charged 
that the gam bling games were allowed 
to run during F air week.

charge Chief Cuddy stated that the m at­

berth. 
At all events, the Board of 
Police Commissioners 
and not Chief 
Cuddy, were responsible for this lapsus, 
if lapsus it were. 
Take it for all in all, there has never 
been a greater fiasco than this investiga­ 
tion, or rather persecution. Its whole 
animus was to eviscerate the effects of a 
conspicuous Democratic trium ph in the 
municipal election of last year.

A n l i c c e n t r l c J u d i c i a l E p is o d e 
Doubtless all the judges of the United 
States are very much interested just now 
in the outcome of the very peculiar epi­ 
sode in the United States Circuit Court, 
whose details were pictured forth in our 
telegram of yesterday. It was an incident 
of Buch overmastering interest that com­ 
m ent is naturally interrupted for a mo­ 
m ent. The spectacle of a man, however 
distinguished, rising in a court room, 
with a knife eight inches long, which had 
been concealed upon his person, in his 
hand, is not specially invigorating to a 
distinguished Federal judge. Neither is 
the incident of a vigorous tongue-lashing 
from a beautiful, but somewhat splenetic 
woman, calculated to make the judicial 
pulses beat with measured and concord 
ant rhythm . Judge Stephen J. Field 
was 
obliged 
to 
undergo 
both 
of these somewhat eccentric experiences. 
At his stage of life the heyday of the 
blood has spent much of its force, but 
still such unparalleled excitations might 
very well be supposed to be effective in 
increasing its flow. After this lively 
ebullition, the Federal Court might well 
be pardoned for some incertitude of ac­ 
tion—might well claim some few minutes 
for deliberation as to what should re- 
drees its ruffled dignity and assuage its 
agitated nerves. In the old days of the 
English common law the edict would 
have gone forth that the right hand of 
Judge Terry should be stricken off as an 
amende honorable to the insulted majesty 
of the Court. The Federal Judges, how­ 
ever, contented themeelves with im pris­ 
oning the m ale offender for six months 
and the feminine offender for thirty 
days in the County Jail of Alameda 
The people of Fresno county, strangely 
enough, consider that Judge Terry is the 
injured-party. 
We presume that if the 
Judge had managed to insert his eight- 
inch knife in the jugular of one or more 
of the Federal Judges no meeting would 
have been thought necessary in Fresno. 
The truth is that such gross infractions 
of judicial decorum ought to be rebuked 
at least, if not punished, and that public 
assemblies ought to be held very rarely 
except in furtherance of law and order.

M arshal Franks seems to have been the 
worst abused man of the coterie, for he 
is said to have had his ears boxed by 
Mrs. Terrv. 
But then Franks, being a 
gallant Teuton, will not long bear malice 
for injury endured at the hands of a fair 
lady. Take it for all in all, it was not 
only an uncommonly lively but an un­ 
commonly strange incident. 
We may 
not soon see its like again. 
At least we

The Chinese Exclusion 
Still Pending. 
Bill 


PARTISAN 
TACTICS 
DISPLAYED. 


Republicana Anxious to Hake a d ú ­ 
nese Record—B elter Late. 
Than Never.

W a s h in g to n , September 4.—In the 
Senate to-day, Coke called attention to a 
resolution adopted at the recent Conven­ 
tion at Denver in favor of a 
water 
harbor on the Northwest Coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, suggesting that no Sena­ 
tor, Representative or Delegate be elected 
who was not known to be honestly in 
favor of an appropriation for that pur­ 
pose, and will not work for it earnestly 
and faithfully. 
He also presented a m e­ 
morial on the same subject from the 
Deep W ater H arbor Committee of Gal­ 
veston, and asked th at it be printed in 
the Record. 
So ordered. 
Cullom offered a resolution (adopted) 
calling on the Secretary of W ar for infor­ 
mation as to the channel ordinarily used 
for the navigation of the Detroit river and 
St. Clair F lats; w hether its w ater was 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States or Canada, etc. 
Culloin also introduced a bill to declare 
trusts unlaw ful, and had it referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 
TH E CHINESE BILL, 
At 2 :45 the Senate resumed considera­ 
tion of the House bill to prohibit C hi­ 
nese immigration and was addressed by 
Teller in support. 
He alluded sarcastically to Cleveland’s 
rem arks on being informed of his nomin­ 
ation at St. Louis wherein he said the 
feeling of awe with which had heard of 
his first nomination had now been inten­ 
sified. 
Plumb said he could understand that 
rem ark in view of the fact th at the Dein- 
cracy had been 
hungry for 
twenty 
years. He also brought up circumstances 
connected with the removal of District 
Attorney Benton, of Missouri, and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Stone, of Pennsylvania, for 
neglecting their i fficial duties in order to 
make partisan speeches, the former hav­ 
ing l>een reinstated through the efforts of 
Vest, although Benton had maligued the 
Administration, while the latter, who 
had not maligned the Administration, 
had not been reinstated. 
He merely 
wanted to show th at the comparison 
brought forward yesterday by Vest, t> 
show the im partiality of Cleveland, did 
not compare. 
Vest replied to P lum b’s treaty of the 
Benton and Stone m atter and rem arked 
that it was like the ‘ threshing out of old 
straw .” 
Incidentally the politics of the 
St. Louis newspapers (from which Mr. 
Plumb had quoted extracts) was brought 
in. 
Vest then referred to the Foster cir­ 
cular containing the rem arks of a Re­ 
publican Senator as to “ frying the fat” 
out of the protected manufactures, and 
paid that if the Senators were to indulge 
in crimination 
and recrim ination, it 
would be interesting to know w hat Sen­ 
ator had made use of th at language. 
The two senators from Vermont had de­ 
nied that they had made any such state­ 
ment, and the question now was who had 
made it. 
W hen that 
question was 
answered he (Vest)would go further in 
the details of the pending campaign. 
Reagan denounced the Republican 
party for its legislation on the greenback 
question and the silver coinage question, 
and was followed in the same direction 
by Stewart, who expressed his sympathy 
with the views expressed by tile Texas 
Senator. 
Stewart, in that connection, deplored 
the possibility of Cleveland’s election, 
which would, he said, prevent the relief 
of the silver question in the next four 
years, because Cleveland was in favor of 
the single gold standard and of the pay­ 
ment of bonds in gold. 
W hy, he asked, 
was the Senator from Texas supporting 
such an adm inistration as that, an ad­ 
ministration in favor of the single gold 
standard and free trade, the twin sisters 
of destruction ? 
Reagan retorted to Stewart, and ex­ 
pressed surprise th a t the Nevada Sena­ 
tor should act with the Republican party, 
which had caused the very condition of 
things which he had adm itted and de­ 
plored. 
Stewart replied that two things recon­ 
ciled him with his party. 
He knew 
Cleveland would veto any bill for the 
free coinage of silver, and that Harrison 
would not veto such bill. 
Reagan questioned the latter part of the 
rem ark, because, he said, Harrison was 
a representative of class interests at the 
expense of the people. 
Tho resolution went over w ithout ac­ 
tion, and the Senate resumed consider­ 
ation of the bill to prohibit Chinese im­ 
migration, and was addressed by Teller 
in Bupport of the bill. 


TELLER GOES FOR REPRESENTATIVE SCOTT. 
He replied to the argum ent made yes­ 
terday by George, throwing the responsi­ 
bility for the presence of the Chinese on 
the Republican party. 
He disclaimed 
such responsibility and defended the 
coutse of Harrison in his votes in the 
Senate on anti-Chinese legislation. 
The 
Republican candidate for the Presidency 
had occupied the same position on the 
Chinese question as he (Teller) had al­ 
ways occupied and was as sound as any 
man in the world on the question of pro­ 
tection to American 
labor, 
w hether 
against the pauper labor or Europe, or 
the pauper labor of China. 
Teller proceeded to com pare the course 
of the two parties on the Chinese ques­ 
tion in California, the only State where 
th at question had crystalized into public 
opinion, and claimed th at the Republi­ 
can party there has always been opposed 
to Chinese im migration, while the Demo­ 
cratic party had not been. 
Governor 
Stanford’s message to the Legislature in 
18G2 had been the first official declara­ 
tion against it. 
Senator Payne inquired w hether the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, of 
which Stanford was President had not 
imported Mongolians to build that road. 
Teller—No, sir, nor any other railroad 
company. 
They came to California of 
their own accord. 
As to the pending 
bill, he mentioned as a rem arkable fact 
th at it had passed the House w ithout 
reference to the Committee, and it had 
been introduced, not by a m em ber of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, but by a 
man who in no sense and under no 
circumstances had a right to speak for 
American labor. 
As the Senator from 
South Carolina, Butler, had said yester­ 
day w ith great frankness, the bill was a 
political movement. 
H e did not find it 
stated in the Record th at the bill had 
been 
drawn in 
the 
office 
of 
the 
Solicitor-General, 
but 
had 
heard 
it 
so 
stated 
outside, 
and 
that 
it was sent down from the Executive 
I Department to be passed. 
If he were 


look over th e House to select the man 
who most fitly represented the American 
people who toil, he would hardly have 
selected the man who had succeeded in 
getting that bill through the House. 
He 
had only succeeded because he repre­ 
sented the President more than any 
other m an in the Democratic partv. It 
was said of him (Mr. Scott) th at he had 
given ten tim es as much money to the 
Democratic campaign fund as the Presi­ 
dent had given. 
He was able to do so, 
as he was said to have made a million 
dollars out of the laboring men of the 
country. 
In this connection Mr. Teller sent to 
the Clerk’s desk and had read Scott’s 
autobiograpb .cal sketch in the Congres­ 
sional Directory.

TH E RETALIATION B ILL. 
Belmont, of New York, Chairm an of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, open­ 
ed the debate by recalling the fact that 
he introduced a bill last year sim ilar to 
that under consideration, approving the 
term s of the pending m easure, and rec- 
comending its passage. 
McCreary, of Kentucky, said the Presi­ 
dent’s views as expressed in his Message 
should be npheld by the country; that 
the Message together with this Message 
on the Tariff would be remembered for­ 
ever. The President wonld have been 
subjected to criticism if he had endeavor­ 
ed to retaliate against Canada without 
special authority. 
M cCreary discussed the motive of the 
various treaties, touched upon the out­ 
rages committed upon American fishing 
vessels by Canadian officials. 
nrrr’s p o l it ic a l b u n c o m b e . 
H itt, of Illinois, commented upon the 
fact th at the President’s Fisheries mes­ 
sage had been received with partiean ap­ 
plause, and that one Democratic member 
had declared that it was a good campaign 
document. The gentleman from Ken- 
tucks (M cCreary), connected the mes­ 
sage on the Fisheries with w hat was 
known as the free trade message. It was 
an apt combination. The treatm ent of 
our fishermen and the tendency toward 
free trade had gone hand in hand since 
the day of the inauguration. 
Was there 
any one who could forget the indignant 
feeling in 1886 at the recurrent scene, from 
week to week, of American ships tied up 
and of the inhum anity to American fish­ 
erm en.

blossomed into the Bayard-Chamberlain 
treaty.

Sir Charles Tupper, in a Canadian official 
journal, had said touching the question of 
free trade: 
“ Mr. Bayard told ns, the 
American plenipotentiaries told us there 
was but one way of obtaining w hat we 
wish. You want greater freedom of com­ 
mercial intercourse, you w ant a relaxa­ 
tion in your tariff arrangement, etc. You 
will find, continued Bayard, that the 
policy of this Government, the policy of 
the President, the policy of th e House ot 
Representatives, the policy of the Demo­ 
cratic party will at once take an onward 
march in the direction yon propose, and 
accomplish steadily that which yon de­ 
sire.” Sir Charles Tapper then added: 
“ These were the utterances of the dis­ 
tinguished statesman who pointed to the 
avowed policy of the Government of the 
United States.” 
Sir Charles Tapper 
then called attention to the position of

three hundred and fifty to four hundred 
men the year round, a large percentage 
of them being skilled mechanics. 
Yet 
notwithstanding the vast am ount of his 
manufacturing interests he does not want 
any more “ protection." 
To a World re- 
jorter who called at his works yesterday 
íe s a id : 
I was an original Free Soiler, and 
when the Republican party was started 
I went into it. I was not w hat was then 
known as an Auolitionist, but was in 
favor of buying the freedom of the 
slaves. 
I have been a Republican ever 
since, but when I read President Cleve­ 
land’s message to Congress on the tariff 
question I said : ‘I am going to vote for 
that m an.’ 
I did not vote for him be­ 
fore, 
but

convinced 
that 
be is 
right 
and 
the 
Republican 
>arty is wrong. 
The fact 
is, the 
iepiiblican 
party 
has 
outlived 
its 
usefulness. Its work is done, and it has 
do longer any principle at strike. 
I am 
in favor of a general reduction of the 
tariff, but believe free trade is the beau 
ideal of good government. 
W hen people 
are directly taxed they are more careful 
of the revenue, and the lesH patronage 
the Government has the less incentive 
there is for corruption. 
By getting the 
expense of manufacturing down so we 
can compete with foreign countries we 
can give employment to all of our idle 
men. 
Under the present system for four 
months out of each year one-third of our 
workmen are idle. This is due to the 
fact that our manufactures are so largely 
confined to our home m arket that manu­ 
facturers are compelled to shut down or 
force strikes. 
I could cite many in­ 
stances to emphasize this point. Colonel 
La Croz, of Buenos Ayres, came to this 
country to purchase material for building 
and operating what is now the most ex­ 
tensive tramway in that city. 
He is a 
native-born South American, aod, like 
all others of th at nativity, very friendly 
to the United States, and he was anxious 
to spend the money at his disposal here. 
He contracted with me for the cars and 
then went to Europe to look around, and 
wrote me that he was very sorry, but he 
could secure bis rails and other building 
material so much cheaper from Europe 
that he felt compelled to deal there. 
"The tariff is 20 per cent, higher than 
it was during the war, and although 
wages are somewhat higher, so is every­ 
thing else. 
Men who have been with 
me a long time, and some of my men 
have worked for me nearly half a cen­ 
tury, say $10 before the war would buy 
more than $15 now. They say it is not 
so m uch with them a question of how 
many dollars they get for a week’s work, 
but how much comfort they will provide. 
Workingmen live better now than tbey 
used to, and I am glad of it, and believe 
that when tariff reform squeezes the 
water out of our inflated currency they 
can live still better, as a dollar will buy 
more. 
The tariff should certainly be 
taken off of raw materials, and I think 
that would tend to build up our marine 
service, and with a little temporary as­ 
sistance from the surplus now in the 
Treasury we could soon make a respec­ 
table showing on the seas. I am not in 
favor of subsidies, but in this instance 
think a little fostering could be done to 
good advantage. 
"The tariff was all right when we 
were building up our infant industries, 
but that time has gone by, and if given 
an equal chance now we can beat the 
world in manufactures. 
The native 
sharpness of native American mechan­ 
ics is not equaled by that of any other 
nation, and this, as well as their intelli­ 
gence and culture, gives us advantages. 
1 think there should also be a change of 
our naturalization laws. They were all 
right at the beginning of the nation, but 
too many uneducated, ignorant people 
are coming here and exerting an influ­ 
ence in oar elections. 
Mayor Hewitt is 
right on that point.

8 a n D ie g o , September 4 .— The whole 
sale grocery and supply store of K lauber 
& Levi was entirely destroyed by fire*this 
morning. The loss upon the stock is esti­ 
m ated at $200,000, and upon th e building 
$45,000. The stock was insured for $125 
000 and the building for $30,000. 
I t is 
believed that several firemen were buried 
in the ruins. 
The building was a three atory struc­ 
ture with basem ent. The first and sec­ 
ond floors were occupied by the whole­ 
sale grocer}', liquor aud tobacco house of 
Klauber & Levi; the third and fourth 
floors were occupied by law firm s, ship­ 
pers and a lodging house. The building 
and contents were entirely consumed, 
and only by the greatest efforts of the 
fire department were the adjoining build­ 
ings saved. 
About^an hour after the fire started 
there was an explosion which injured 
several firemen, one being rendered un­ 
conscious for several minutes. 
Two fire­ 
men were overcome by the heat and car­ 
ried h,ome. 
The tire continued to burn 
until after 12 o’clock. 
The only articles saved from the build 
ing were the books of the wholesale 
firm. 
Tw enty-five thousand dollars’ 
worth 
of 
merchandise 
arrived 
for 
the firm yesterday, which would have 
been burned but for an accident render­ 
ing it impossible for the firm to store its 
goods. 
The firm this afternoon opened 
business in another buildiDg, which they 
have been using as a warehouse. 
The total loss is $350,000; Klauber & 
Levi, loss $250,000, insurance $150,000; 
Backesto block $60,000, insurance $30,­ 
000; the law firm of Heensaker, B ritt & 
Lamme lost a library valued at $20,000, 
insured for $6,000. 
The other losses will 
am ount to $20,000.

PER80NAL AND POLITICAL. 


S c R e r a l F la k S e c u r e s 'a M e t h o d is t 
C h u r c h C a m p a ig n D o c u m e n t . 
General Clinton B. Fisk, the Prohibi­ 
tion candidate for the Presidency, has 
performed a rem arkable feat in political 
campaigning, says the New York corres- 
ondent of th e Chicago Tribune. 
He 
as sent the machinery of the Methodist 
Episcopal church to grinding out and 
thoroughly disseminating a manifesto for 
him / While the seven hundred Metho­ 
dist delegates to the United States con­ 
ference of the denomination were in 
occupation of the Metropolitan Opera- 
house in May and June there was no 
more active member than General Fisk. 
He especially advocated a new and offi­ 
cial expression of Methodist policy as to 
alcoholic beverages, and in consequence 
of his exertions a committee was ap­ 
pointed to formulate a doctrine. The 
General was not a member of that body, 
but it was his pen that wrote the report. 
The document contained 
about 
four 
thousand words, and it declared the 
sym pathy of Methodism with various 
mentioned efforts at prohibition. The 
following shows its tenor: 
The absolute suppression of the saloon 
is our objective point. * * * We call 
for the aid ot State and National consti­ 
tutional am endm ents for the suppression 
of the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
beverages. 
The tract has already been put in 
type, with the official caption and en­ 
dorsement as the 
expressed will of 
Methodism, and an addition of 1,000,000 
copies will be printed by the end of 
August. They will be sent into every 
M ethodist household in New Y ork, New 
Jersey and Connecticut at oDce, and 
afterwards into other States. 
The in­ 
tention is that it shall appeal as by 
church authority to Methodists to vote 
and work for Clinton B. Fisk as the Pro­ 
hibition candidate for the Presidency. 
In accordance with the rule of the tract 
society copies are sold at a nominal price 
to whoever wishes to buy. 
It is ou an 
order from the Prohibition Campaign 
Committee that the first 1.000,000 are 
being struck off. 
General Fisk is 
garded as a capable politician. 


“ I say here,” says Mr. Blaine, “ that 
the wages of the American laborer can­ 
not be reduced except with the consent 
and votes of the American laborer him ­ 
self.”

Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflammation of the Mucous Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, snd is one of 
the most common of all the pnlmonary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
tho oxygenation oi the blood, and in many 
cases, particularly after it passes Into the 
chronic stage, the substance of the lungs be­ 
comes seriously involved, giving rise to what 
is very properly called Bronchial Consumption.

wheezing, severe cough and expectoration. 
This is at first a white glairy mucus, which 
after a time becomes purulent. The patient in 
some esses is obliged to sit up in bed, the op­ 
pression across the chest is so great, and the 
skin is clammy and prostration rapidly sets in,, 
and in fatal cases there will be m uttering de­ 
lirium, coma and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic Bronchitis is also an inflammation of 
the mucous membrane of bronchial tubes. But 
this form more often occurs later in life. When 
a cold settles on the lungs the disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneumonia. If ii ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
chest, and Htill the patient dees not feel entire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is in­ 
capable of taking his usual amount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
more or less waim thin the palms of bishanda. 
Boon after this a congli appears, accompanied 
by an expectoration of thick mucos, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
night sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sumes all the appearance of having a genuine 
case of consumption. Bat this is simply catarrh 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter stages of the disease the mncons 
membrane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
while in the smaller tubes snd sir ceils of the 
lungs the mucous membrane becomes con­ 
gested and inflamed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles In the lungs, lmt merely a wasting 
away of the larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obEtructlon of the bronohial 
tubes and air cells of the lungs. The patient 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
nnable to expectorate the mucua which accu-
